Drain & Cover?

Leon County and the Florida Department of Health in Leon County remind you
to please drain and cover to help reduce mosquitoes.

With summer showers, we encourage you to take the necessary precautions to
reduce the amount of contact with mosquitoes. The best way to prevent mosquito-
borne diseases is to stop mosquitoes from living and multiplying around your
home or business.

Protect yourself and your family with these easy steps:

* Drain standing water to stop mosquitoes from multiplying.
 Cover your skin with clothing and use EPA approved mosquito repellent.
» Cover doors and windows with screens to keep mosquitoes out.

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If Calling isn't an Option, Text 9-1-1in Emergencies

Anyone experiencing an emergency in Leon County may now text 9-1-1 when
calling is not an option. For example, if speaking would put someone in danger or the
caller is deaf or speech-impaired.

To use the new function, enter 911 in the recipient field with no dashes, compose
the message and send. The first message should contain the location (or nearby
landmarks) of the emergency and the type of help needed: fire, law enforcement or
medical services.

Calling 9-1-1 remains the quickest way to reach emergency services, though tex-
ting provides additional access for citizens who are unable to make a call.
